Sir: 


I have received your letter of the 7th instant in reference to the designation of the 
Centennial National Bank as a depository for checks for collection, and other deposits necessary 
to be made by your Mint, and in reply would state that I have carefully examined the records of 
this Office and I am unable to find any letter authorizing the Superintendent to deposit checks 
received with this bank for collection. Inasmuch as there is an Assistant Treasurer in your city, 
the bank under the law could not be designated as a depository for disbursing funds. This Office 
would have no power, at any rate, to designate the bank as a depository, as that is entirely within 
the control of the Secretary of the Treasury, and I am informed, on inquiry, that the bank referred 
to was never so designated by him. 


I will thank you to examine the records of your Mint and ascertain if there is any thing on 
file showing that this bank was designated for the purpose named, and, if so, to furnish this 
Office with the date, or with a copy, of any letter you may find on the subject.
